sanctuary” in the east wall of the city. 
The city wall at that point is also the 
wall of the outer sanctuary or area sur- 
rounding the old Temple. Of course the 
gate was destroyed with the rest of the 
city, but research has shown the present 
gate to be on the exact site of the former 
gate, so that it is properly called ‘‘the 
gate of the outward sanctuary that 
looketh toward the east.” 

A nearer view shows the gate to be 
walled-up, and on closer investigation 
we find that it is doubly secured, for 
being in shape like a room, as the gates 
(places of judgment) used to be, it is 
filled in with stone and mortar on thie 
outside, and barred with iron at the in- 
ner doors. 

It is through these gates that our Lord 
rode en the day of His triumphal entry 
when, although He came “lowly, and 
riding upon an ass,” as Zech. 9:9 had 
predicted, He cast out with the word 
of authority the money-changers and 
merchants, calling them robbers. Thus 
He cleansed the temple in the days of 
His humility, even as God had caused 
Him to say prophetically through David: 
The zeal of thine house hath eaten me 
up.” 

The Mohammedans have a tradition 
that as Jesus entered Jerusalem through 
these gates and cleansed the temple at 
that time, so at His second coming He 
shall again enter, take away their mosque, 
and erect a temple in its place. Because 
they wish to prevent His coming, they 
have walled-up the gates. Until the war 
the Turks kept a guard constantly on 
duty to prevent a sudden entrance of 
the Lord! 

Jews as well as Mohammedans believe 
that Messiak will come into Jerusalem 
through this east entrance. Is their com- 
mon belief a mere tradition? One experi- 
ences a thrill of joyful expectation in 
turning to Ezekiel 44:1-3, where is 
recorded a vision which God gave to 
Ezekiel concerning the future. ‘““Then he 


brought me back by the way of the 
outer gate of the sanctuary, which 
looketh toward the east; and it was 


shut (i. e., in the vision). And the Lord 
said unto me; This gate shall be shut; it 
shall not be opened, neither shall any 
man enter in by it; for the Lord, the 
God of Israel, hath entered in by it; 
therefore it shall be shut, It is for the 
prince, he sha!l sit therein as prince 
to eat bread before the Lord; he shall 
enter by the way of the porch of the 
gate, and shall go out by the way of the 


We see how “God makes the wrath of 
man to praise him.” For the Arabs, in 
seeking to thwart God’s purposes for the 
return of Messiah, have merely fulfilled 
the first part of the prophecy concern- 
ing the closing of the gate! How fitting 
that He who rode through those gates 
from Olivet in a precursive manner on 
the day of His so-called triumphal en- 
try shall from the same Mount of 
Olives in power and glory cross the Kid- 
ron, come up through those east gates, 
enter and cleanse His sanctuary, and 
with a never-ending triumph inaugurate 
His reign. Then indeed “out of Zion 
shall go forth the law, and the word of 
the Lord from Jerusalem” (Isa. 2:2, 3; 
Micah 4:2). 


In 1929 an Arabic newspaper of Jeru- 
salem made interesting comment con- 
cerning these impending events. It said 
that the Bible predicted the coming of 
Messiah after the return of the Jews to 
Palestine, when He would probably take 
away the mosque, and build a temple in 
its place. The writer declared that there 
would be great tribulation in the world 
at that time, and particularly in Pales- 
tine. “Do we want that to happen?’’ he 
asked. “No! Then let us do everything 
in our power to hinder the return of the 
Jews, and to prevent their acquisition of 
the temple site.” 


Such a spirit is akin to that described 
in the second Psalm. “Why do the 
heathen rage, and the people imagine a 
vain thing? The kings of the earth have 
set themselves, and the rulers take coun- 
sel together, against the Lord, and against 
his anointed, saying, Let us break their 
bands in sunder, and cast away their 
cords from us. He that sitteth in the 
heavens shall laugh: the Lord shall have 
them in derision. Then shall he speak un- 
to them in his wrath, and vex them in 
his sore displeasure. Yet have I set my 
king upon my holy hill of Zion” (Psa. 2: 
1-6). 

The Arabic name for these gates is 
“elabwab addabriyat,” which means 
everlasting doors.” The “everlasting 
doors” are mentioned but once in Scrip- 
ture—in Psalm 24. The Psalm in part 
reads: ““Who shall ascend into the hill of 
the Lord? or who shall stand in his holy 
place?...Lift up your heads, O ye 
gates; and be ye lifted up, ye everlasting 
doors: and the King of glory will come 
in” (Psa. 24:1, 7). 


of hosts, he is the king of glory.” Such 
is not a description of the Lord Jesus 
when He was here in humility. But when 
He comes to reign He will be “the 
Lord strong and mighty, the Lord 
mighty in battle,...the Lord of hosts, 
...the King of Glory!” (See 
Thess. 1:8; Jude 14:15.) 

It was Herod’s temple into which the 
Lord Jesus entered on that memorable 
day. Dr. Schick, the famous architect 
who lived in Jerusalem for many years, 
has constructed models of the various 
temples, which may be seen by visitors 
at the German Church. In the center of 
the east wall, on the right, is the gate of 
the triumphal entry. Immediately within 
this wa!l is the section to which the ani- 
mals for temple sacrifices were assigned, 
and where the money-changers were al- 
lowed. They were driven out because 
they had gone up into the Court of the 
Gentiles above, and then, one act of dis- 
obedience following another, had become 
thicves and robbers. The “Beautiful Gate 
of the temple,” where the lame man was 
healed (Acts 3), leads into the Court of 
the Women, when on either side were the 
treasury boxes. The altar of burnt sacri- 
fice is directly in front of the tempie 
proper, in which is the holy place with 
the holy of holies beyond. On the south 
is Solomon’s porch, built on the site of 
Solomon’s palace. At the northwest cor- 
ner is the Castle of Antonius on the site 
of the ancient Tower of Hananel, the 
starting-point of Jeremiah’s measuring 
line which was described in an earlier

But now in the place of the glorious 
Temple stands the Mohammedan 
mosque, a beautiful structure, though 
not nearly so large or magnificent as 
was the snow-white Temple with _ its 
many courts. To the Mohammedans, 
however, this building is most sacred. 
They believe that one prayer offered 


here is better than seven thousand peti- 
tions elsewhere; and they are determined 
not to surrender the site to the Jews for 
any consideration.

As reported by the C. U. Herald, there 
was $936,000,000 paid out in alimony in 
1934. In the last ten years more than 
1,800,000 Americans have paid alimony, 
and fees of $2,000,000,000 went to law- 
yers in divorce courts and other associ- 
ations; 78 per cent out of every thousand 
persons marry each year, 13 per cent of 
which are divorced annually.

TEACHERS AND THEIR DEMAND 

According to Literary Digest, 15,000 
teachers, members of the NEA, recently 
met in Denver. Due to heavy pressure 
against professors of recent years, these 
teachers demand academic freedom. They 
contend there should be a wide dissimula- 
tion of facts concerning social and eco- 
nomical profits to serve as a foundation 
of a thoroughly informed and _ political 
move. These teachers seem to demand the 
right to teach what they feel disposed in 
our schools and colleges without the con- 
sent of parents or taxpayers supporting 
these institutions, Prof. Archur H. Comp- 
ton said in the investigation of charges 
against professors of the University of 
Chicago that, “It is of vital importance 
to the nation that there shall be centers 
where all kinds of suggestions for the bet- 
terment of society shall be discussed free- 
ly on the basis of their merits. It is upon 
its universities that the nation must rely 
for analysis of those problems. 


“If the valuable features as well as 
shortcomings of such proposals as social- 
ism and communism were not thus ob- 
jectively discussed by those competent tc 
judge their merits, it would mean that the 
nation would remain confined by out- 
worn dogmas, or be controlled by new 
demagogues.” 


The trouble with many of these pro- 
fessors is that some are “pink” and oth- 
ers are actually “red,” so that in teach- 
ing these sciences they warp the mind of 
the student, thus causing them to lean 
to the wrong objective. If atheism, com- 
munism, and free love are kept out of 
our American institutions of learning, our 
American youth will not be so apt to ac- 
cept or conform to its policies which are 
intent upon undermining the constitu- 
tion of the United States and its govern- 
ment.

The trouble is that mankind is ac- 
customed to seek a remedy of their 
own instead of applying the divine 
order. 

THE DIVORCE EVIL 

Here is a monster that one hates to 
mention, yet it is an evil that has 
wrecked from 7 per cent to 9 per cent 
of our American homes. There are vari- 
ous reasons for differences to arise be- 
tween married persons, however, there is 
only one way to allay them and that is 
by resorting to God’s method of dealing 
with such. Most divorces could and 
should be eliminated before marriage, i. 
e., by taking God into the consideration 
of matrimony. Marriage was instituted 
by God, therefore, only when He has 
presented the helpmeet to man is mar- 
riage apt to be successful as it should 
be. If men will seek God for divine 
guidance, He will “not give you a scor- 
pion” to bite and devour you. Instead of 
Samson marryng “the rose of sharon” or 
“the lily of the valley,” that might have 
been found among the virgins of Israel, 
he married a “thistle” (Philistine) to 
scratch and poison him morally. 

That sinners should marry was not in 
the original plan of God, since marrige 
was instituted of God before the fail 
However, that God takes into considera- 
tion the needs of sinners with respect to 
marriage since the fall, is certain. What 
God has planned was that we might be 
Christians. The woman was given as an 
helpmeet. Every sinner needs a good vir- 
tuous woman to assist him through life, 
yet sinner men cannot offer to a Chris- 
tian woman the assurance of his love and 
devotion to her. This is also true of the 
unsaved, unmarried woman. The woman 
needs the man as a “head” to counsel her 
and to represent and safeguard her in- 
terests in life. Marriage since the fall, is 
not as it originally was, a means of pop- 
ulating the earth, on God’s part, and for 
man’s happiness and pleasure; it must 
now contribute unto his “present dis- 
tress,” 1 Cor. 7:26. Yet there is “trouble 
in the flesh,” that is, by simply living af- 
ter the flesh, 1 Cor. 7:28. 


GOD’S WAY 


To prevent divorces, broken hearts 
and homes, adultery, fornication and im- 
morality, God commanded, “Let them 
marry,” 1 Cor. 7:36. However, in the 
light of verse 39, persons may only 
marry as directed and sanctioned by the 
Lord. It is God’s institution and provi- 
sion for the wellbeing of His creatures,

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and He reserves the right to mate 
couples; and when so done it is alone 
done properly. If God is in the arrange- 
ment before legal ceremonies re said, 
He will be with those whom He unites. 
Marriage was not originated for selfish 
gratification of lust. Rather, by mutual 
interest and consent, to preserve the race 
of mankind from immorality and un- 
cleanness, and that one might be a mu- 
tual help and comfort unto the other, 
Gen. 2:18, 22, 23; John 2:1; 1 Cor. 7: 
2; Heb. 13:4. 

The light in which God looks at the 
union of marriage, is set forth in cove- 
nant relationship between Him and the 
Church. In the Old Testament He 
pledged Himself through His gracious 
promises to be the God of the Israelitish 
people, in forgiving their sin and sancti- 
fying them through the offering of sub- 
stitutionary sacrifice: that he might sep- 
arate and preserve them unto Himself. 
Isa. 54:5; Jer. 3:14; Hos. 2: 19, 20. 

The union between man and wife is so 
near that thereby is represented the 
mystical union, the sacred and spiritual 
marriage of Christ with His Church, 
Eph. 5:30, 31, 32. Therefore, men and 
women should enter into marriage with 
a sacrificing love for, and to assist each 
other in life. 


NEW SOCIAL ORDER 


Some universities, colleges and certain 
societies teach what is called ‘a new 
social order.” What is most generally 
meant is free love. They advocate un- 
restrained relationship, without any ob- 
ligation on the part of man or woman. 
Such teachings found their origin in the 
ultra-philosophies of the devil, the de- 
ceiver and destroyer of mankind. These 
“*heartbreakers,” home-wreckers, _ self- 
gratificationists call marriage “legalized 
prostitution”. They want all the pleas- 
ures of, and the virtues women have to 
offer, without assuming care for those 
who supply that pleasure or virtue. The 
man who will not give himself for his 
wife, as Christ gave Himself for the 
Church, is not worthy of the happiness 
that marriage affords. Thousands of poor 
dupes of these society devils, are by their 
deception robbed of their virtue and 
happiness; later, deserted in life, helpless 
and diseased in body by unlawful asso- 
ciation with mankind, commit suicide.

HOME 


Home is the most sacred place this 
side of, and the most like, heaven of 
anything in all this world, if it be Chris- 
tian. The order of the home is definitely 
outlined in the New Testament. These 
rules, if followed, will insure both the 
safety and happiness of the home against 
intruders. The essentials are: 1. “Hus- 
bands, love your wives, even as Christ 
also loved the Church, and gave himself 
for it,” Eph. 5:25. 2. “Wives, submir 
yourselves unto your own husbands.” 
A husband’s love should, like Christ’s 
consist in giving himself for his wife, to 
perfect her happiness and surroundings, 
to insure her future and destiny. A de- 
voted husband, instead of hindering his 
wife in her religious course, will assist 
her and render her duties more easily ac- 


complished. Before the command _ that 
husbands love their wives, we have 
“Wives, submit yourselves unto your 


own husbands, as unto the Lord,” v. 22. 
If husbands love as above commanded 
it will not be hard for their wives to 
submit themselves unto them, as on the 
part of both it is a love service. 

In the picture of Christ giving Him. 
self for the Church, the prominent 
thought is that of the Old Testament 
church in its imperfection and apostasy, 
and, therefore, estranged from the cove- 
nants of God. Christ would give Him- 
self for its sins and imperfection, that in 
so doing He might sanctify and cleanse 
it, that the New Testament church 
might be lastly presented unto Himseif 
a “glorious church, not having spot or 
wrinkle, or any such thing; but that it 
should be holy and without blemish,” -v. 
27: Though the church was imperfect, 
Christ sought it as His companion; He 
therefore longed for the return of her 
affection, that a proper bond of sympa- 
thy and union might exist between 
Him and her. 

When husbands live for the sake of 
their wives, it becomes easy for wives to 
submit themselves unto a discipline that 
is all administered in love. In that Christ 
gave Himself for the imperfect church, 
and in that He is our example, the 
Apostle Paul was divinely justified in in- 
sisting that an estranged wife either 
“remain unmarried” or be reconciled un- 
to her husband, 1 Cor. 7:11. Men should 
not quarrel at the faults of their wives,

“Che Bible a Special, Divine Revelation

HIS is my second and last article in 
defense of the Bible, which is a 


special, divine revelation. There are 
many proofs, both external and internal, 
to prove the Bible to be divinely in- 
spired. I am only using the internal 
proofs ot the Bible to prove the above 
thesis, but they are sufficient to show the 
credibility and integrity of the Word it- 
self. 

Jesus Christ, the most wonderful char- 
acter of the Bible, is also proof of its 
divine inspiration. The person and work 
of Christ is the greatest internal proof of 
the Bible. When we read about Chrisz 
the question then comes to us, Could 
mere human wisdom have conceived 
and depicted such a character? In the 
first place, why should any one have 
wanted to invent and thrust Him upon 
the world as its Lord and Redeemer? 
Where did the authors of the Bible get 
the idea? Furthermore, how could fa- 
natics and imposters have invented a 
character who was always sober, sane, 
and poised in his traits, speech, and be- 
havior? It is beyond man’s reason and 
power to do this. If Christ is what the 
Bible claims for Him, all is clear; other- 
wise, He remains a mystery. Which, 
then, is more reasonable to accept, the 
Word of God or unbelief? 

This wonderful character, ‘Jesus 
Christ, made claims while teaching on 
earth, that no other man has ever made. 
We notice that Christ made Himself 
equal with God, yet He was most meek, 
humble, and unaffected. He associated 
with the poor class of people and taught 
the purest of doctrines. He also claimed 
to be the world’s Savior and Redeemer, 
the forgiver of sins, the only begotten 
Son of God, and other marvelous claims. 
If they were false, how could Christ have 
lived so pure and unselfish a life? Why 
did He die for these claims? That would 
have been contrary to the nature of 
things. If it were false, how could the 


discip'es have fabricated a character 
making such claims, and then carry 
their conception to success? It would 


have been impossible! 

Jesus had a great spiritual insight and 
taught the secrets of the kingdom of 
God. He was calm, patient, and courag- 
eous in the most trying hours. Could fa- 
natics and impostors have portrayed such 
a person? What motives prompted the 
authors of the Bible to write the various 
books therein? Yes, Jesus was what He 
claimed to be! 

Thousands of people have paid tribute 
to Jesus Christ. Infidels have cried in 
a dangerous hour for God to help them. 
What was the cause of this? That the 


God-part of man made him want to be 

ready to meet his Creator, is the only 

true explanation. 

THE APOSTLES AND EVANGEL- 
ISTS 

Other proofs that the Bible is divinely 
inspired are cited from the lives and 
ceachings of those who were directly as- 
sociated with Christ Himself. We notice 
that the apostles were sincere. They 
could win no fame, wealth, and popu- 
jarity by accepting Christ. They were 
subject to ridicule and_ hardships, yet 
their faith did not fail, even in the 
dreadful hour of death. The apostles 
could not have been imposters for men 
will not die for that which they know 
to be false. What then, could have 
prompted the apostles to follow Christ 
and teach Christianity? It is a fact that 
no earthly power could have influenced 
them to accept the religion that they 
did 

Some have said that the apostles were 
very credulous and easy to be made ac- 
cept anything told them. It is easy to 
see that the New Testament does not 
teach that. Before the resurrection the 
apostles were skeptical in many things. 
When Christ foretold them of His death, 
they did not believe it. After His death 
Peter said, “I go fishing.” Others fell 
into despondency and were nur expecting 
His reappearance, It is certainly an er- 
ror to produce the theory that the 
apostles were credulous. 

Furthermore, they were eyewitnesses 
to the facts which they wrote, therefore, 
we have, not a man-made theory, but 
first-hand knowledge. After the resur- 
rection their lives experienced a remark- 
able change and nothing could account 
for it but divine power. They succeeded 
in winning converts by the thousands. If 
they were teaching a false doctrine how 
did they obtain success? Would not their 
enemies have produced the body of Je- 
sus when they began teaching of the re- 
surrection? Why did they not do this? 
They were not able, simply because Jesus 
had risen. 

After the resurrection our Lord made 
several appearances to certain people near 
Jerusalem. It is not probable that all of 
these would have been deceived. If the 
Christophanies only appeared to be real, 
then it would cause Christ to be the au- 
thor of the deception. 

After a short time the Christophanies 
ceased proving the resurrection to be a 
fact. If they were a myth the story 
would have grown instead of diminish- 
ing. 

The resurrection was also necessary to 
give the last assurance of truth. If there 
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had been no witness of the resurrection 
of the Savior, the apostles would have 
always been in doubt. Is it not more rea- 
sonable and logic when explained this 
way? The grave clothes were lying in an 
orderly way, which affords proof that 
the body could not have hurriedly been 
stolen by any one. The resurrection also 
furnishes proof of the immortality of 
the soul. Christ could not have had an 
immortal body without an immortal 
soul. 

CONVERSION OF PAUL A PROOF 

It was very improbable that Paul 
would have been converted. He was a 
man of exalted opinion and of fine edu- 
cation, who would naturally despise the 
humble and unlearned, He was strictly a 
Pharisee, and the Pharisees were bitter 
enemies of Christ. He even persecuted 
the Christians unto death, putting them 
into prison. 

But after his conversion a wholly dif- 
ferent life is seen. It was a real, inner, 
ethical transformation such as can be 
effected only by the Holy Spirit. He 
was a great instrument in God’s hand. 
He became humble, meek, patient, and 
forgiving. What could account for this 
complete change? Only the experience of 
a spiritual salvation thru Jesus Christ! 

All right, if his conversion was reai 
and true, then it is logical to believe 
that the books he was inspired to write 
are true. A contradiction cannot be 
found. This is certainly a proof within 
itself. 

Not only did Paul write consistentiv 
throughout his writings but the Old 
Testament writings perfectly harmonize 
also. The Biblical writers were frank and 
plain in portraying each character. They 
told their faults as well as their points of 
perfection. If it were only fiction and 
naturally written, the Bible would not be 
as sober, honest, and frank. What is to 
account for the frankness of the Biblical 
writers? Only the fact that their writ- 
ings are divinely inspired. Yes, the Bible 
is a divinely inspired revelation!

A VISION OF WORLD MISSIONS 
AND A CALL TO THE FIELD 


3y J. H. INGRAM 


“And it shall come to pass in the last 
days, saith God, I will pour out of my 
Spirit upon all flesh: and your sons and 
your daughters shall prophesy, and your 
young men shall see visions, and your 
old men shall dream dreams,” Acts 2:17. 

“For God speaketh once, yea twice, yet 
man perceiveth it not. In a dream, in a 
vision of the night, when deep sleep 
falleth upon men, in slumberings upon 
the bed; then he openeth the ears of men, 
and sealeth their instructions,’ Job 33: 
14-16. 

The writer since receiving the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost and the call to the 
ministry in April, 1920, has _ received 
many wonderful revelations from _ the 
Lord through dreams and visions. Just 
recently some conditions that existed in 
Guatemala were revealed in a dream, and 
not only is this so but my subconscious 
mind goes on with the work of the Lord 
in the nighttime while my body is in a 
sort of sleeping stupor. For example, the 


following was accomplished in one 
“night’s work”: 

I was wafted in the Spirit back to 
California (from Central America) 


where I took a six weeks’ review study 
in the Spanish grammar of the language 
school in San Diego, under my old 
friend, Professor Angel Ariola. Then I 
hurried across the continent to Cleve- 
land, Tenn., where I joined Brother 
Walker in the Bible School and took a 
group of prospective missionaries through 
a six months’ course in the studs of the 
Spanish language. In the meantime Prof. 
McCoy and I got together, got up a song 
book containing a selection of our best 
songs, which we published in Spanish. 
This task finished, Brother Clark and I 
arranged to publish the Evangel once a 
month, giving the gist of the contents 
of the paper over the last past four 
weeks, got out the first thousand copies, 
after this I hurried back to California 
for a little “breathing spell” and to say 
hello to my folks, after which I was off 
on a flying trip to spread the “glad tid- 
ings” in unknown lands. By this time 
daylight comes creeping into the room 
and I am more tired than when I went 
to bed. The devil takes advantage of this 
and begins to tempt and_ discourage. 
Then I think, “Well, six years of this is 
enough for me. I am going to take a 
church to pastor and ‘settle down.’ If I 








can’t get a big church I will take some 
little one and work with my hands.” But 
after prayer, new courage comes and we 
go plodding on. 

THE VISION 

While preaching in a certain Middle 
Western city about twelve years ago, a 
wonderful dream or vision came to me in 
the night. I suddenly found myself 
standing upon a horizontal escalator or 
moving platform. I started to run but 
got nowhere, as the platform was going 
beneath my feet and I was in reality 
only “marking time.” But as I began to 
look about, the whole world passed in 
view before me as if it were a great re- 
lief map. It seemed that [I could _ see 
thousands of miles, and all the countries 
which had heard’ the message relative to 
the c eansing blood of Jesus had blood 
sprinkled over them. Through with this 
ordeal I was somewhat exhausted and 
very thirsty, so I looked to one side and 
saw a small “gable-end” building which 
resembled a country schoolhouse. The 
door was closed and from one corner 
there projected a large splinter of wood, 
from which was flowing a cool, clear 
stream of water. I started to the water 
for a drink and met a messenger who 
handed me a typewritten letter from 
Venezuela, South America, and said to 
me, “Consider the contents.” [ then 
started to drink and a voice from with- 
in the house called out to me in tones 
of thunder, so to speak, and said, “You 
go there and preach the gospel until 
Jesus comes.” I was troubled about the 
matter and consecrated myself to go, 
should the Lord ever open up the way. 
It seemed I was to bring them a fulier 
message as concerning the Holy Ghost 
baptism, the Church of God, the second 
coming of the Lord, etc. We know that 
it will not do to go upon’ dreams too 
much, and Jeremiah (23rd chapter) 
spoke of certain prophets prophesying 
false dreams, saying, “I have dreamed 
thus and so.” “The prophet that hath a 
dream, let him tell it as a dream.” So I 
am only relating this that incidentally 
you may pray for God to lead. 

I hope I may be able to visit Vene- 
zuela on this trip, since I am so near. It 
may be the Lord will open up something 
for us there. We do not have to wait for 
dreams or visions to go. 

It is necessary to make a cash deposit 
of $1,000.00 (bolivers) in Venezuelan 
money (around $335.00 U. S. gold) be- 
fore you can land there. On the instruc- 
tions from the Venezuelan minister in 
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the legation here in San Jose, Costa Rica, 
I sent an air mail letter to the minister 
of the interior, to see if they would make 
any concessions for me in this matter, 
and hope to hear from him in Panama, 
which wili be my next stop. I may at 
least be able to do some pioneering and 
gather helpful information in regard to 
the mission work there if I go. The doors 
are slowly but surely being shut against 


the gospel and we must hurry _ before 
they close.

briefly examine what the prophets of Is- 
rael have said in this regard. 

Referring to the far distant future, 
God exhorted His people through Jere- 
miah (3:13-17) saying: “Only acknowl- 
edge thine iniquity, that thou hast 
transgressed against the Lord thy God,* * 
and I will take you one of a city, and 
two of a family, and I will bring you to 
Zion: ....At that time they shail call 
Jerusalem the throne of the Lord; and ali 
the nations shall be gathered unto... the 
name of the Lord, to Jerusalem.” This 
time spoken of, that “‘all nations shall 
be gathered unto it,” has a twofold 
meaning. All nations will be gathered at 
Jerusalem by Antichrist, and “all na- 
tions shall flow unto it” refers to the 
sheep nations during the thousand years 
under the rule of Jesus Christ. Though 
we see already an earnest of the nation’s 
regathering, acknowledgment of trans- 
gression is here made the condition upon 
which the final regathering and blessing 
of Israel depends. As is evident from 
verse 17, the passage relates to a time 
when Jerusalem shall be the capital of 
the kingdom which Messiah shall set up 
over the whole earth, 

The prophet Hosea bears a similar tes- 
timony. Speaking through him seven 
hundred and fifty years before His first 
coming, the Lord said: “I will go, and 
return to my place, til they acknowledge 
their offence and seek my face; in their 
affliction they will seek me earnestly” 
(Hosea 5:17). The words clearly indi- 
cate a first coming and a return to His 
p'ace, which, according to Psalm 110, is 
at God’s right hand, followed by the de- 
claration that He will not come again 
until the Jews, who are the subject of 
Hosea’s entire book, ‘‘acknowledge their 
offence” and seek the Lord. Here again 
we have the singular number, as in Jer. 
3:13, pointing to a particular offence 
distinguished in some way from ail 
others. A reasonable deduction from this 
as well as from other passages is that the 
iniquity has a relation to His first com- 
ing. Finally, we learn from this verse 
that in a time of special affliction (see 
also Jer. 30:7) Israel shall turn to the 
Lord and Messiah shall return to reign. 

In Zech 12:10 the Lord promises: 
“And I will pour upon the house of 
David, and upon the inhabitants of Je- 
rusalem, the spirit of grace and of sup- 
plication; and they shall look unto me 
whom they have pierced; and they shall 
mourn for him, as one mourneth for his 
only son.” Here for the first time Is- 
rael’s iniquity is clearly shown to be the 
piercing of the One whom she should 
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have received with gladness. God thru 
His spirit of grace brings the nation to 
salvation and confession, after which 
Israel shall behold her Messiah and King. 
Israel will be gathered back to Jerusalem 
under the old Mosaical law and_ will 
make a covenant with Antichrist for 
seven years. That covenant will be 
broker and after much affliction and 
martyrdom they will accept Jesus as He 
comes te reign 2 thousand years. 

Apostle Paui in Rom. 11:25 speaks 
of a temporary blindness which has 
come upon Israel and which yet charac- 
terizes her attitude toward the Mosaic 
writings. He says in 2 Cor. 3:15, 16: 
“But unto this day, whensoever Moses is 
read, a veil lieth upon their heart. But 
whensoever it shall turn to the Lord, the 
veil is taken away.” The heart of the 
nation is one and God deals with His 
people collectively. Israel as a nation 
must turn to the Lord before she shall 
understand that Moses and the prophets 
wrote of Him whom she has rejected 
(John 5:46). 

A few days after the “triumphal en- 
try” Jesus addressed the rulers of Israel 
who “sit on Moses’ seat”” (Matt. 23:2, 
13-29). These leaders, who habitually 
caused the nation to err (Isa 3:12; Jer. 
50:6), He sternly rebuked. ‘But woe 
unto you, scribes Pharisees, hypo- 
crites! because ye shut the kingdom of 
heaven against men: for ye enter not in 
yourselves, neither suffer ye them that 
are entering in to enter” (v. 13). Those 
to whom He spoke were members of the 
Sanhedrin, the highest Jewish governing 
body, composed of seventy-one men, 
having the power of life and death under 
Roman surveillance. The Lord concluded 
His denunciation with these words: 
“Your house is left unto you desolate 
(i. e., the Sanhedrin, which was _ soon 
disbanded). For I say unto you, Ye shall 
not see me henceforth, till ye (rulers) 
shall say (what the common people had 
already said—Matt. 21:9), Blessed is he 
that cometh in the name of the Lord.” 
The closing sentence is of deepest inter- 
est. The Lord Jesus, in full agreement 
with the prophets whom we have already 
quoted, declared that the nation should 
never see Him again until Israe! through 
its leaders should welcome Him as the 
promised Messiah. 

As the time approaches when Israel 
shall make the predicted confession, 
there is a decided quickening of Jewish 
interest in Jesus of Nazareth. 

How marvellous is the plan of God! 
Israel was by His sovereign grace chosen 
of Him and brought into a relationship 
of special privilege. Unique revelations 
of God’s character and purposes Were 
granted to Israel; and she in turn be- 
came the repository of His oracles and 


His truth for all the world. But she 
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failed to be true to her God and was 
temporarily set aside. Yet the divine 
Husbandman waits with patience for 
the precious fruit of the earth; and in- 
deed the whole creation unconsciously 
awaits the blessings contingent upon Is- 
rael’s return to covenant relations with 
her God. There is no adequate hope for 
the world apart from the personal com- 
ing of the Lord Jesus Christ; and, as 
the foregoing Scriptures give conclusive 
evidence, there is no promise of His re- 
turn and manifestation as King apart 
from the repentance and supplication of 
the Chosen Nation. 

“For Zion’s sake will I not hold my 
peace, and for Jerusalem’s sake I will nox 
rest, until her righteousness go forth as 
brightness, and her salvation as a lamp 
that burneth, And the nations shall see 
thy righteousness, and all kings thy 
glory; and thou shalt be called by a new 
name, which the mouth of the Lord 
shall name... Behold, the Lord hath 
proclaimed unto the end of the world, 
Say ye to the daughter of Zion, Behold, 
thy salvation cometh; behold, Ais reward 
is with him, and his work before him” 
(Isa. 62:1, 2, 11). The Hebrew word for 
salvation is “‘yeshuah.” How clearly does 
the prophet: of Israel show that Zion’s 
salvation is to be found in a person, even 
her long-looked-for Messiah, yeshuah 
hamashiach. The prophets say that He is 
coming again. The trend of events 
proves that He is coming soon.—"Pales- 
tine and the Jew Today in the Light of 
Prophecy.”

nor should wives do such because some 
fault is found in their husbands. We are 
taught to “Submit yourselves one to 
another in the fear of God,” Eph. 5:21 

“Likewise, ye wives, be in subjection to 
your own husbands; that, if any obey 
not the word, they may also without the 
word be won by the conversation of the 
wives; while they behold your chaste 
conversation coupled with fear,”’ 1 Peter 
3:1, 2. “Likewise, ye husbands, dwell 
with them according to knowledge, giv- 
ing honor unto the wife, as unto the 
weaker vessel, and as being heirs to- 
gether of the grace of life, that your 
prayers be not hindered,” v. 7. The wife, 
though the ‘weaker vessel,” may by the 
devotion of her husband become a 
“glorious” vessel. Unity in the home is 
important if prayer is to be victorious in 
its petition. As divisions in the church 
mar the beauty of it and distract from 
service, even so do crosses in the home 
mar the beauty of it and distract from 
its success and happiness. There must be 
a unity because of necessity. 

The husband is the woman’s head, 
even as Christ is the head of the 
church, Eph. 5:23. The woman was 
made for the man, Gen. 2:18; 1 Tim. 
2:13. The man is the head and center of 
the household, therefore, as such _ he 
should be an ever-vigilant, self-denying 
protector, guardian and deliverer of his 
family, insomuch as he is capable. Oniy 
in the light of this position has he right 
of insistance that his wife be in subjec- 
tion. The wife is the husband’s body, 
the twain have become “one flesh,” 
therefore, ought men to love their wives 
as their own bodies. He that loveth his 
wife loveth himself. For the husband not 
to love his wife, or for the wife not to 
love her husband, is to commit sin (1) 
by violation of the law of unity that 
made them one, (2) it is a sin against 
nature, since it is natural for men to 
love their wives. If husbands and wives 
will observe the principle of divine love 
as here laid down, the divorce courts 
might as well go out of business. 

One of the saddest pictures I ever 
have to witness is that of a divorce, in- 
stead of love; a divided or wrecked home, 
instead of a happy home; children with- 
out manly and motherly parental care; 
caused by lack of love and by divorce. 
Husbands and wives should know each 
other’s needs, and try to assist them in 
every way possible. Do not desert a com- 
panion because he or she becomes frail 
and can no longer do his_ or her part. 
When one is sick or down and out is ‘the 
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time that real companionship is tested, 
as well as most needed. Stand by your 
bargain, good or bad; be a man, and God 
will give you grace.

Helmet Veterans Organization. These 
threats included banishment to concen- 


tration camps, confiscation of property 
and imprisonment, determined to sup- 
press all forms of organization which, in 
any way, resist his iron will concerning 
the new Nazi regime. Thousands of 
Catholic and Protestant ministers ex- 
pected wholesale arrest as a result of 
opposition of his last “reactionary move- 
ment.” At Weimar, 22 Bible researchers 
were sentenced to imprisonment, rang- 
ing from two months to three years, be- 
cause they rejected the military service 
and the Hitler salute, the latter because 
such honor was due to God alone. Flag- 
rant attacks have recently been made 
against the Jews who will possibly be 


limited to the ghettos.

RUSSIA 


The incessant propaganda about Com- 
munism and about what Russia is going 
t» do is the only lively feature about Rus- 
sia. So many of the widely-publicized and 
supposedly photographed projects are 
merely on paper. Dinginess, bad smells, 
- and a sense of tear pervades everything. 
The last manager of the Grand Hotel in 
Moscow with his wife 2nd children had 
been awakened at three o’clock in the 
morning by the G.P.U. (secret police) 
and had not since been heard of. They 
have a saying “Only the G.P.U. works 
fast in Russia.” My friends showed me 
their letters, which plainly had been 
opened and glued together again before 
reaching them. All dispatches by foreign 
newspaper correspondents are censored 
before entering or leaving Russia. Our 
ship was not allowed to use its radio 
while within Russian waters. 

Russian workers pay out about 30 per 
cent of their earnings in taxes, such 4s 
the “culture tax” (for the privilege of 
reading newspapers and hearing propa- 
ganda at “Workers” Clubs), a “housing 
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tax” (to build houses for others), a “co- 
operative store tax” (for the privilege of 
buying at government stores), and an 
income tax. Besides, all workers must oc- 
casionally “voluntarily” give their whole 
month’s wages to the government as 4 
loan. Russians are forbidden to possess 
foreign money. Guards, barbed wire, 
spies, and heavy penalties inflicted on 
relatives left behind deter Russians from 
leaving Russia “Red Network.”

MOSCOW SUMMER SCHOOL 
CLOSES 

(July 19, A.P.)—Two hundred Amer- 
ican students went to Russia to attend 
summer school session at Moscow Univer- 
sity. Upon arrival they found the course 
cancelled, a minority were dissatisfied 
with official explanation of why the 
courses were cancelled, others thought it 
due to pressure from the United States, 
this, however, was denied. Let us praise 
God that it was closed. Can one take 
fire in his bosom and his clothes not b:
